Pravda, official organ of the Communist party, said in 
an editorial broadcast from Moscow that the purge was directed 
against the plundering of farm lands and the pilfering of pro-| 


perty. 


“Spoliation of the eommunal collective farm lands has 


once again acquired a mass character,” Pravda declared. 
The publication said the move had ‘‘a political significance 


of the first importance.’’ 


It said certain “individual economic | 


clements’’ had seized communal lands for their own profit. 
This was the latest in a recent series of moves to tighten 


Russia’s internal government. 


Previously, the Soviet govern- 


ment had acted against local party leaders in the Ukraine and 


against composers, writers and editors whose efforts had in- 


curred Moscow’s displeasure.

1,250,000 to Get 
Refunds on Taxes 


OTTAWA. — First cheques for 
the refunds on 1945 income tax 
returns are in the mails, officials 
of the revenue department said 
Thursday. About 1,250,000 cheques 
will have been sent “out, and an 


estimated $60,000,000 distributed. 


To about one in 10 the refunds 
will come as happy surprise; the 
others will be expecting the kick- 
back having been pressing for it 
almost since filing returns last 
April. 

The refunds run all the way from 
a few cents to a top of about $10,000, 
the big money usually going to 
corporations. 

In the interests of economy and 
smoother administration, the rev- 
enue department never is very anx- 
ious to mail out refunds when they 
amount to only a few cents. Some 
are small as to be not worth the 
postage it takes to mail them. 

But if the taxpayer insists—and 
many do on the basis that they as 
well as the department can demand 
their pound of flesh then the 
three, four and five-cent cheques 
go into the mails with all the rest. 

That there should be 1,250,000 re- 
funds out 
easily explained, 

Five different factors may readily 


alter total income on which the 
return ts computed. 

Deductions at the sources are 
made for weekly or monthly in- 


comes on the basis of 12 or 52 pay 
cheques, and the tax total may be 
changed by birth of a child, mar- 
riage, death, long illness or ex- 
tended unemployment.

JERUSALEM, (AP) — Shooting 
between Jews and Arabs broke out 
in Tiberias Thursday in a dispute 
over cattle, police reported, while in 
Tel Aviv five masked, armed men

onds valued at $10,000. 


New disorders included an at- 
tempted bombing of a troop train 
and theft of a taxicab and two 
trucks in Tel Aviv, the police said. 

There were no casualties in the 
clash at Tiberias on the sea of Gal- 
ilee which broke out when Jews 
from Messilot colony found four 
Arab boys grazing cattle on colony 
land and took the cattle to the col- 
ony.

Manning Reiterates Request 


For Board on Farm Prices 


Immediate establishment of a 
fact-finding board on parity prices 
—basic issue of the farm strike 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan—was 
urged Friday by Premier Manning 


in a telegram to Prime Minister 
King. 

Terming the request for such a 
board a “reasonable” one, Premier 


Manning said he was urging domin- 
ion government action “now that 
the ministers of agriculture and 
finance have returned” to Ottawa. 
He was referring to a telegram re- 
| ceived Sept. 7 from the prime min- 
ister that no action in the farm 
strike could be taken until the re- 


turn from Europe of Agriculture 
Minister ‘ Gardiner and Finance 
Minister Ilsley. The prime min- 


ister had replied to a telegram sent 
by the premier Sept. 6 

Declaring ‘many innocent people 
are suffering and there is much 
inconvenience and 
through the non-delivery 
the premier urged “there be no 
delay in complying with the re- 
quest of western, Canadian farmers 
for a fact-finding board as a step 
toward the re-establishment of 
parity prices for farm products to 
which farmers are justly entitled.” 

The premier said though “many 
who consider strike action unwise 
nevertheless feel strongly,” the 
request for a_ parity board is 
“reasonable and should be granted 
without delay.” 

Dairy farmers in northern Alberta 
have been hardest hit by the Al- 
berta Farmers’ Union non-delivery 
strike. A survey Friday showed 27 
of 34 creameries have closed in an 
area from Millet to Peace River 

Only dairies in this area which 
remain Open are the seven in Ed- 
monton 

There are 58 creameries in central 
and southern Alberta but only nine

Home Plan Contest 


OTTAWA, (CP)— Approaching 
the housing shortage from a new 
angle, the Central Mortage and 
Housing corporation Friday an- 
nounced details of a “Canadian 
small house competition” with 
prizes totalling $15,000 for winning 
architects. 


The competition, which closes 
Nov. 26, “seeks to bring to light new 
low-cost housing ideas for Cana- 
dians by providing “the largest cash 
award ever offered the architect- 
wal profession in a dominion-wide 
competition,” a corporation state- 
ment said. 


Because of varying climatic con- 
ditions, it has been divided into 
five regions—the Maritime  pro- 
vinces, Quebec, Ontario, the prai- 
Tie provinces and the west coast, 

In each region there will be n 
$1,509 first prize, a $700 second 
prize and five honorable mentions 
of $100 each. Competitors, who must 
be Canadian residents and archi- 
tects, architect’s assistants or stu- 
dents at recognized schools of archi- 
tecture, may submit any number of 
designs in any region or regions. 

The problem is to house “Mr, and 
Mrs. Canada and their two children, 
a girl aged five and a boy aged 
two.” Mr. Canada has “just enough 
cash to make the down payment on 
a house costing about $6,000 under 
the National Housing act.”

This of course is solely the business of 
the parties concerned and of the people of 
the United States. Outsiders have no right 


to interject their views as to the propriety | 


ot Mr, Wallace's speech, nor as to the means 
taken to stop the controversy. 
Unfortunately, the speech has had reper- 


cussions abroad, and these are of legitimate 


and very keen concern to the world at large. 
The position of Mr. Byrnes as spokesman of 
United States foreign policy at Paris has been 
compromised. The representatives of the 


‘ other powers there are wondering whether 


the policy he has been pursuing will be 
the policy of the United States after the 
truce on the home front ends and the issue 
is threshed out. 

The Stuttgart speech set forth clearly, 
positively, and emphatically the intention 
of the Government of the United States to 


play an active role in the political reconstruc- | 
tion of Europe—including “eastern Europe.” } 


But the Wallace speech, because made by 
another member of the cabinet, has counter- 
ed that declaration. Certainty has given 
place to confusion. It even raised the quest- 
ion of whether Washington might wash its 


hands of everything beyond the shadowy | 


boundary of “ western Europe,” leaving the 
trouble-breeding Balkans—and Austria as 
well—to become a Russian sphere of influ- 


~ ence. 


That the United States will adopt that 
policy of retreat is hard to imagine. East- 
ern Europe has cost it too many lives and too 
much money in two wars in a single gener- 
ation. 

But in itself the weakening of Mr. Byrnes’ 
position can have serious consequences. He 
has been standing firmly against any fur- 
ther appeasement of Russia. M. Vishinev is 
speculating now whether this stand will be 
maintained, and so are his colleagues from 
the satellite states. So also are Allied rep- 
reSentatives. 

Mr, Wallace was absolutely right on one 
point—the United States should have a 
clearly-defined foreign policy. This for 
its own sake and for the sake of the world. 


. But what Paris is wondering now is whether 


it has such a policy or whether Mr. Byrnes 
has been assuming too much. It is most re- 
grettable that this element of uncertainty 
should have been thrown into the conference. 


British Brides 

There is a lively controversy raging in 
the East about British war brides. It was 
started by a project, instituted by some- 
body, in which the names of Canadian men 
were to be sent to British girls in the hope 
that further trans-Atlantic romances might 
be fostered by correspondence. 

It is, of course, a sound comment that 
matrimony based on correspondence does 
not rest upon a very substantial foundation. 
But it is neither fair nor sensible to translate 
the acrimony of this discussion into a gen- 
eral attack on British war brides and into 
a dismal picture of their future, 

The fact is that the brides are here and 
more will come and Canada, whose veterans 
chose these girls, has a pressing duty to 
make them feel at home. 

Many of them, doubtless, will be failures, 
not only because of their own shortcomings 
in some but in cases because their 
husbands misrepresented the kind of life 
they will lead in this country and also mis- 
represented their own circumstances, But 


cases, 


* many more of them will fail because their 


nervousness at being thrown into an entir- 
ely new set of conditions will give them an 
appearance of aloofness, 

They need all the sympathy and kindness 
that can be given them. They should be 
made to feel that Canada is their home 
and its people are their friends, 

For the great majority of these girls will 
be good Canadians and the mothers of good 
Canadians. We hear too much about those 
war marriages that have failed and too lit- 
tle about those that have been highly suc- 
cessful, 

There is too much vague whispering about 
war brides who will not stick it and about 
those who have only come over for the ride. 
The fact is that for every war marriage 
that fails, ten will be eminently bright and 
happy and will found useful and valuable 
new Canadian homes,

much more effective because the students 
affected are of a more observant age. It is to 
| be hoped that the plan can be operated exten- 
| sively not only with Holland but with every | 
| friendly country. |

PARIS, (AP)—The Paris 
conference Friday upheld the Big 
Four agreements on the Italian- 
Yugoslav boundary and the borders 
of the future free state of Trieste, | 
as the Italian political and terri- 
torial commission beat down in 
vote after vote every effort to re- 
vise the proposed frontiers. 

Faithful to her Big Four com- 
mitments, Russia cast her 
ballot against the boundary re 
visions, even though some of 
them were proposed by the Slav 
bloc, which she frequently has 
backed. 

The commission balloted 11 times 
on proposals to change the borders 
of the internationalized, free area 
of the port of Trieste, fixed by the 
Big Four along the _ so-called 
French line and bounded on the 
north by a line drawn from Duino 
to the French line, voting down all | 
of them, except one, by a 13-to-5 | 
count,

Urges Commission for Trieste 


Similar to U.S.-Canada Body 


PARIS, (CP)—Canada Thursday 
urged the peace conference to es- 
tablish for the projected free state 
of Trieste a tribunal similar to the 
Canadian-American joint commis- 


sion, designed for peaceful settle- 
ment of frontier disputes 
The Canadian delegate, Health 


Minister Brooke Claxton, said there 
had been frictions and real con- 
flicts of interests between Canada 
and the United States during the 
last century. 

“The significant point, however,” 
he said, “is that, to deal with such 
disputes, the two countries have 
worked out orderly and judicial 
processes through the international 
joint commission.” 


Mr. Claxton said 
delegation would support South 
Africa’s proposal to enlarge the 
free zone of Trieste to include 
Italian communities on the Istrian 
coast, because of what he said was 
the predominant Italian population 
in the area, He reminded the com- 
mission that the area now was 
Italian and not Yugoslav territory. 

“All One Decision” 

He spoke after the United States 
served notice on the Slavic bloc | 
that the four-power agreement on 
Trieste and the Italian-Yugoslav 
frontier represented “all one deci- 


the Canadian | 


sion” which would stand together 
or not at all. 

In reply to Mr. Claxton, the 
Soviet deputy foreign minister, 
Andrei Vishinsky, described the 


South African line as “geographic- 
ally, ethically and economically un- 
just.” He accused the South Afric- 
ans of “trying to revive what is al- 
ready dead,” saying it was the Brit- 
ish line previously submitted to the 
four-power foreign ministers. 

Mr. Vishinsky said the British 
had abandoned their line since to 
support the French line for the 
Italian-Yugoslav border. 

In expounding the United States 
view on Trieste, James C. Dunn, 
American ambassador to Italy, told 
the Italian political commission 
that the American agreement in- 
cluded the creation of a truly free 
state of Trieste. 

Invokes Rule First Time 


At Wednesday's session, Russia 
invoked the two-thirds conference 
rule for the first time in a com- 
mission meeting. Defeated 8 to 5 
in her opposition to a British- 
American amendment to reter 
treaty enforcement disputes to the 


United Nations international court 
of justice, Russia through de legate 
Nicolai V. Novikov demanded a 
“minority” report to the peace con- 
ference’s plenary session, stressing 
the amendment had not received a 
two-thirds majority.

Arrest B. C. Man 
In Mailbag Theft 


VANCOUVER, ‘CP)--Postal au- 
thorities Tuesday prepared to place 
a formal charge of theft from the 
mails against 32-year-old C.R.V. 
Bennett, arrested here following the 
recovery of nearly $20,000, alleged 
to have been stolen from a mail 
pouch, Sept. 4. 

Bennett, a mailcarrier for a city 
transfer company, was arrested by 
R.C.M.P., and postal authorities 
said all but $120 of the money was 
found in his home, along with other 
articles, alleged to have been miss- 
ing from the mails. 

The bag contained $120,000 in 
cash—two bundles of $50,000 each 
and one of $20,000. The more valu- 
able packages were not touched. 

The authorities disclosed with the 
arrest of Bennett that the bag, 
bound for a Victoria bank, had been 
found in the post office here, 
Slashed open with a knife, and hid- 
den inside another bag. 

Its disappearance was reported 
Sept. 5 by the postmaster in Vic- 
toria, and immediately police and 
postal investigators there and in 
Vancouver started a search which 
led to the arrest of Bennett. 

The authorities also announced 
the bag contained other registered 
mail, not specified, but reported 
valued at several thousand dollars. 
It was found intact. 

The company for which Bennett 
worked had a mail-carrying con- 
tract, handling shipments from the 
post office to the docks for Vic-

Denmark Seeks 
U.K. Bacon Mart 


FREDERIKSSUND, Denmark, 
(CP)—J. P. Jensen, manager of the 
Frederikssund co-operative bacon 
factory, says’ he has heard that 
Canadians were “very clever” in 
developing their bacon trade dur- 
ing the war, but nevertheless Den- 
mark hopes to regain her position in | 
the British market. 

“There is room for us all in| 
bacon production,” said Mr. Jensen. 
“Soon I hope to see some Canadian | 
bacon myself, Then I will know | 
what you are doing.” 

Mr. Jensen's bacon factory is 
one of 62 co-operative bacon plants 
in Denmark which kill 85 percent 
of Denmark's pigs. When it started 


in 1894 farmers undertook to de- | 


liver hogs for 10 years and money 
borrowed to start the enterprise 
was paid off in that time. Member- 
ship is 4,000. 


Now the kill is down to 35,000 | 
hogs annually, compared with 172,- | 


000 in the biggest year, 1932. 

“The production of large numbers 
of pigs in Denmark depends largely 
on the import of feeding stuffs,” 
said Mr. Jensen. 

There is no hope of increase in 
Danish hogs unless more feed is 


obtained, he said. The decision by | 


the Frederikssund co-operative, as 
by others, was that quality of hogs 
should be maintained rather than 
numbers kept higher at the ex- 
pense of the final product.

criminally assaulted. 

The verdict provoked a roar of 
applause and a wave of hand-clap- 
ping which brought stern rebuke 
from Mr, Justice McFarland.

Har- 
ris, you have been found not guilty. 
You are free to go.” 

The courtroom was jammed as 
| the jury foreman returned with the 
verdict after deliberations lasting

hands, then burst into tears. 
| Harris stood in the ‘dock with- 
out change of expression as the 
verdict was returned. Released by 
the court, he threw his arms around 
his wife and left the courtroom 
with her.

He estimated seven-millionths ot 
a gram, “a quantity to small to see,” 
is sufficient to kill one person, 

“This means,” he said, “one gram 
is enough to kill 7,000,000 human 
beings and one ounce enough to 
kill 180 million.” 

Adding that other new biological 
weapons have also been developed, 
Dr. Wendt said in the event of a 
third world war, the new super- 
poisons will be utilized to the ex- 
tent that “most persons may die 
from silent, insidious anti-human 
weapons that destroy no forts, ships 
or cities, but can wipe out human 
beings by the millions.”

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Britain Sees Churchill Plea

LONDON. — Winston Churchill's 
advice to the nations of Europe to! 
form a “United States” free of his- 
toric enmities is being received in 
Britain as good advice which has} 
not a chance of being acted upon 
France, as the first reactions to 
the speech affirm, is not nearly 
ready to think in terms of any} 
European grouping which would) 
place Germany on her level of 
economic or cultural equality or to 
renounce recriminations left by long 
years of occupation and cruelty. 
Germany, under tight four-power 
control, is in no position to accept 
or reject the Churchill project, and 
Russia has shown no inclination to 
fraternize with the bourgeois na- 
tions of western Europe. 


As in the case of all provocative 


speeches made by the great war 
leader, his most recent one in 
Zurich has raised no comment in 
British government circles. They 


point out, as they have in the past, 
that he is speaking now as a private 
citizen. But informed obserers do 
concede that his new proposal for 
a United States of Europe reflects 
the widespread wish throughout the 
continent for the merging of na- 
tional sovereignties into some inter- 
national authority. 


Ideas for Future 

The best that is said of his speech 
Outside official circles is that it has, 
in its widest implications, put for- 
ward ideas that may well influence 
the course of events in Europe! 
eventually, if not immediately. As 
The Times comments: “Churchill 
has shown again his special skill 
in dropping into the water of inter- 
| national relations stones whose rip- 
ples last long and travel far.” 

At worst, it is considered to raise 
up again the project of a western | 
bloc of nations cut off from the} 
eastern orbit of Russian influence. | 
Although in his speech he envisaged 
Russian participation in his pro-| 
|posed “United States,” the sugges- 
} tion is not taken very seriously. The 
first hint of the Russian reaction 
appears Friday in the Communist 
Daily Worker in the headline over 
the Churchill report: “Churchill sees 
atom bomb as means to build west- 


ern bloc.” 

But the Communist side is not 
alone in seeing Churchill's appeal 
for a united Europe as, in reality, 
an appeal for a united western 
Europe. It again raises the contro- 
versy of east versus west, for, to 
quote the Times, “If there was any 
chance of Russia coming in on 
Churchill's terms, then all (his pro- 
posals) would be unnecessary.” 


Churchill, who first depicted the 
division of Europe into east and 
western spheres as an iron curtain, 
has seen nothing in the last six 
months to indicate that the curtain 
is lifting. So he proceeds to suggest 
the quick restoration of lands 
on the western side of the curtain 
| by the dramatic means of forming 
a United States. 

Thought Out of Tune 

In this he is probably out of tune 
with the government as well as pub- 
| lic opinion. Until all hope of the 
unity of Europe as a whole has been 
abandoned there will be little ten- 
dency in Britain to make the division 
of Europe irrevocable by the forma- 
tion of a western bloc—cultural, 
economic or military. If all hope 
{does die—and it has been fading 
fast in the last year—then Church- 
ill's ideas may be resurrected and 
considered more seriously than they 
are today. 
| There are, in fact, already indica- 
tions of prelimihary moves to restore 
western Europe economically in spite 
of Russian non-co-operation, for 
example, Anglo-American merging 
of their zonal economy in Germany, 
the projected Anglo-French economic 
pact to gear closely the post-war 
trade of the two nations, the for- 
| mation of a Dutch-Belgian economic 
bloc. 
| However, these are preliminaries 
}and do not necessarily involve the 
}abandonment of the ultimate unity 
of all Europe. 
| Churchill's speech is read in Bri- 
|tain against the background of the 
speaker's personality. Unique among | 
insular Britons, he is European in 
his outlook as a continental. The 
| Civilization of the west with its con- 
tribution to world culture appears 
to him of so infinite a value that 
its displacement by a new form of 
civilization would be catastrophic, 
| Although his pattern for western 
| Europe will be taken in Russia, and 
| Perhaps elsewhere in world, as a 
|challenge and threat to the Soviets, 
it is extremely doubtful whether he 
Sees it so. He is more concerned 
with fashioning a strong preserve 
for western civilization, damned 
| Sgainst inroads from the Marxist 
philosophy of the Slavic east. |
